Katz snubs

In a letter to Mayor Ste¬ 
phen Mandel that was re¬ 
leased to the media, Katz 
said he saw no point in him 
or anyone from his organiza¬ 
tion coming to city council, 
because fundamental details 
of the agreement remain in 
dispute.

Three men charged for not 
leaving an area during a 
massive grass fire in south¬ 
ern Alberta have had their 
court date put over. 

Fred Oliver Watmough, 
65, Kevin Watmough, 30, 
and Allan Watmough, 28, 
all of Lethbridge, face char¬ 
ges of assaulting a peace 
officer, resisting arrest and 
obstructing a peace officer. 

The charges stem from 
an incident on Sept. 10, 
the day a power line was 
downed by high winds and 
sparked a massive grass 
fire. Police allege the three 
refused to leave an area 
that officials had deemed 
unsafe and ordered people 
to evacuate. 

Their next court appear¬ 
ance will be Oct. 31.

Edmonton police 
warn of malware 
scam that holds 
computers ransom 

A computer scam and 
malware virus that locks 
users out of their comput¬ 
ers unless a $100 fee is paid 
has set off warning signals 
from Edmonton police. 

Ransomware is malware 
downloaded from the 
internet that gives users 
a message that their com¬ 
puter will be locked unless 
payment is received. Often, 
these messages claim to be 
from the Canadian govern¬ 
ment or local police agency. 

EPS are warning users 
that, if they receive a 
message like this, send¬ 
ing money will not fix the 
computer. The ransomware 
should be removed by a 
computer technician and 
users should report the at¬ 
tempted defrauding to the 
police and to the Canadian 
Anti Fraud Centre at 1-888- 
495-8501. metro 


Judge ponders whether Alberta man 
should be extradited to face charges 


The case of an Alberta man fa¬ 
cing extradition to the United 
States on terrorism charges is 
now in the hands of a judge. 

Sayfildin Tahir Sharif’s 
lawyer Bob Aloneissi argued 
in final submissions Tuesday 
that the Crown has provided 
no clear evidence that Sha¬ 
rif helped support a terrorist 
group or that he agreed to 
help kill anyone. 

He said the Crown’s case 
is based on police interpreta¬ 


tions of vague statements 
made by Sharif that have been 
translated into English from 
Arabic. 

“What did he do? Where 
did he sign on to killing Amer¬ 
ican soldiers in Iraq?” Aloneissi 
asked during the extradition 
hearing. “Where is that?” 

Aloneissi also said Sharif’s 
right to legal advice was vio¬ 
lated when RCMP, FBI and U.S. 
Justice Department officials 
interrogated him immediately

following his Jan. 19, 2011, 
arrest at an Edmonton apart¬ 
ment. 


The Crown contends that 
evidence from intercepted 
Internet and phone conversa¬ 
tions shows that Sharif was 
directly involved in supporting 
Tunisian terrorists who con¬ 
ducted the suicide bombing. 

Sharif, 40, was born in Iraq 
but moved to Toronto as a 
refugee in 1993 and became a 
Canadian citizen. He has also 
gone by other names, includ¬ 
ing Faruq MuhammadTsa.

‘Separate’ transit line 
could work: Boutilier

The city’s transportation boss 
said a new southeast LRT line 
could be managed privately 
as it’s disconnected from the 
main transit line. 

Bob Boutilier’s comments 
come as union special inter¬ 
est groups have accused city 
council of secretly bowing 
to pressure from the federal 
government to privatize the 
operations of the city’s SE 
LRT line. 

Boutilier said because the 
southeast LRT is a self-con¬ 
tained project the issue of in¬ 
tegration is not as important. 

“There is no crossover or 
connection or anything like 
that,” he said. “You could set 
this up as a separate entity 
quite easily.” 

Council voted in favour of 
a public private partnership 
to build the line in May, but 
left the actual operations,

and driving the trains out of 
the mix for the private com¬ 
pany. 

The federal government 
then reportedly made clear 
that if operations were not 
part of the mix no grant dol¬ 
lars would be forthcoming, 
and council reversed its deci¬ 
sion quietly in August. 

Stu Litwinowich, president 
of the Amalgamated Transit 
Union, said he is concerned 
the private operator will at¬ 
tempt to cut costs on heating 
and lighting in stations in or¬ 
der to maximize profits. 

“I don’t see this working. 
It is a bad deal for Edmonton 
it is a bad deal for the citizens 
of Edmonton.”

The owners of GuZoo, a 
controversial private zoo 
in Three Hills, Alta., are 
relieved the facility’s oper¬ 
ating permit has been re¬ 
newed. 

The renewal comes fol¬ 
lowing more than a year of 
legal limbo and stress for 
Bill Gustafson and his father 
Lynn, who operate the road¬ 
side zoo. 

A viral social media cam¬ 
paign in 2011 demanding 
the zoo’s closure sparked 
outcry from people across 
the globe and led to death 
threats, said Bill Gustafson.

came through it better then 
we did. It was a hate cam¬ 
paign,” he said. 

Gustafson said his 
71-year-old father is relieved 
he no longer has to worry 
about a legal struggle to 
keep the zoo open. 

“He knows that he has 
his permit until April 1, 


2013,” he said. 

While the zoo was closed 
for a little over a month in 
the summer of 2011, it has 
been open and operating 
under a court order, which 
was lifted last week. 

“We’ve worked with the 
owner of GuZoo to renew 
the permit,” said Jessica 
Potter, spokesperson with 
Alberta environment and 
sustainable resource de¬ 
velopment. 

The renewed permit 
comes with stricter condi¬ 
tions for operation, said Pot¬ 
ter. 

Julie Woodyer, with Zoo- 
check Canada, said she was 
shocked that the “substan¬ 
dard facility” was re-permit¬ 
ted. 

Woodyer said the nation¬ 
al animal protection char¬ 
ity will consult with their 
lawyers regarding potential 
legal action. 

“The animals are paying 
the ultimate price for this. 
They’re paying with a life¬ 
time of suffering,” she said.

According to Smirl, the 
coldest recorded temper¬ 
ature in the continent was 
“down there, something like 
-89.6 C.” 

“We are guaranteed to 
get six to eight weeks of -70 
C, but in that we could get 
down to the 90 mark.” 

Smirl will also drive one 
of two dozers that will drag 
behind them the six-man 
crew’s living quarters and 


thousands of pounds of fuel. 

The 28-year-old said when 
he applied to be a part of the 
project he first thought it 
would just be an interesting 
place to do his job. 

“It didn’t really grasp 
with me what a world rec¬ 
ord attempt it was.” 

Smirl said his family are 
excited and believe the mis¬ 
sion was in part made for 
him, but his mother is not 
keen on discussing the de¬ 
tails.

The first man asked was 
pushing a shopping cart full 
of belongings, the second 
wore a tie, and the third was 
picking his knapsack and 
blanket off of the front step 
of a boarded-up house. 

All were stopped in the 
Boyle Street and McCauley 
neighbourhoods on Tuesday, 
during Homeward Trust’s 
2012 Homeless Count. 

The first question asked 
was if a volunteer had ap¬ 
proached them about hous¬ 
ing. If not, the second 
question was if they had 
a permanent place to stay 
Tuesday night. 

“He’s been counted but I 
haven’t,” a homeless woman, 
who has been sleeping in a 
tent, said while walking west 
along 106 Avenue. 

“I used to live on the 
streets, but now I have an 
apartment, a low-income 


apartment,” responded a 
young man walking through 
the Chinatown area. 

More than 200 volunteers 
began walking 64 routes 
across the city at 5 a.m., cov¬ 
ering 370 two-hour shifts by 
10 p.m. 

Those who told volunteers 
they didn’t have a place to 
stay were counted as home¬ 
less, and asked a total of 
eight questions to determine 
demographics and needs. 

The count, done every 
two years, began in 1999 as 
a way to monitor the change 
and trends in Edmonton’s 
homeless population. 

“Even if you only count 
a handful of people, it’s so 
important,” Homeward Trust 
staff member Alex Abboud 
said while walking his route 
between the Bissel Centre 
and Hope Mission. “We don’t 
want to miss anybody.” 

In 2010, 2,421 homeless 
were counted, a 21 per cent 
drop from 2008 and the first 
decrease since the initial 
count. 

Homeward Trust execu¬ 
tive director Susan McGee 
won’t speculate, but is 
hoping for a further decrease 
this year. 

The results of the count 
will be released in mid-Nov¬ 
ember.

When it comes to homeless¬ 
ness, it’s somewhat of a num¬ 
bers game. 

There are only so many 
shelter beds and low-income 
apartments, and while more 
permanent housing is needed, 
Edmonton agencies are cele¬ 
brating success to this point 
and hoping for less of a need 
in the future. 

Homeward Trust executive 
director Susan McGee isn’t 
sure whether to suggest the 
city’s homeless population has 
decreased or not, as the results 
of Tuesday’s homeless count 
will be released next month. 

“Through our Housing First 
program, there have been 
2,100 (people) since April 2009 
that have received housing

and supports,” said McGee. 
“But we also know the econ¬ 
omy has been picking up ... 
and vacancy rates are low, and 
we’re finding people that are 
first-time homeless.” 

Housing is the main focus 
of 2009 municipal and provin¬ 


cial 10 year plans to end home¬ 
lessness. 

Prior to those plans, a 
homeless count in 2008 found 
3,079 people living on Ed¬ 
monton’s streets — a number 
growing by eight per cent each 
year. 

While that number 
dropped in 2010 for the first 
time since the count began 
in 1999, McGee hopes it has 
fallen further. 

But she did note that other 
programs and resources are 
just as important as housing.

Unaware. Cyberbullying 
‘not top-of-mind for most 
Albertans’: Survey 


Awareness of cyberbullying 
is on the rise in Alberta, 
but only one-in-five identi¬ 
fied it as being a leading 
behaviour among bullies 
when surveyed on the topic 
earlier this year. 

This comes as debate 
continues to swirl over how 
best to protect children in 
the wake of a B.C. cyber¬ 
bullying victim’s apparent 
suicide. 

Amanda Todd exposed 
her breasts on a webcam 
while in junior high, lead¬ 
ing to years of torment 
and abuse by many. RCMP 
believe the 15-year-old took 
her own life last week. 

Results provided Tuesday 
by Alberta’s human services 
ministry of a survey con¬ 


ducted in January found 19 
per cent of those questioned 
identified cyberbullying as 
a leading behaviour among 
bullies, still well behind 
physical and verbal abuse. 

While identification 
of cyberbullying nearly 
doubled over a similar 
survey conducted in 2010, 
a summary report indi¬ 
cates the behaviour is still 
“not top-of-mind for most 
Albertans.”

Listless? Not anymore! 

A sharper, energetic Bar¬ 
ack Obama emerged Tuesday 
night in his second televised 
debate against Mitt Romney. 

Obama energetically got

— putting the brakes on his 
Republican rival’s sudden 
momentum in a tense, tight 
race to the White House. 

An angiy Obama showed 
himself at last — eyes flash¬ 
ing, teeth clenched, fitted 
with fact and fury — intent 
on stopping the bleeding that 
threatens to cost him his job. 

But Romney was steeled as 
well, determined to deepen 


the damage done two weeks 
ago. 

Among the tense faceoffs 
Tuesday night: Jobs, domestic 
energy — and TransCanada’s 
Keystone XL pipeline. 

At one point, Romney 
strode uncomfortably close 
to Obama as he chastised the 
president for failing to green- 
light the pipeline. 

Romney also attempted to 
talk over moderator Candy 
Crowley, who was having 
none of it. 

Obama and Romney both 
tried to appeal to female vot¬ 
ers. 

Obama noted that the first 
piece of legislation he signed 
made it easier for women to 
seek the same pay as men for 
doing the same work. 

Romney said as governor 
of Massachusetts, his admin¬ 
istration had a number of 
women in senior leadership 
positions.

Former Bosnian Serb leader 
Radovan Karadzic cast him¬ 
self as a “mild man, a tolerant 
man” as he opened his de¬ 
fence Tuesday in his long-run¬ 
ning genocide trial, claiming 
he tried to prevent fighting 


and then worked to reduce 
casualties in the bloody 1992- 
95 Bosnian war. 

His claims brought snorts 
of derision and cries of “He’s 
lying! He’s lying!” from some 
Muslim survivors of the war 
who were watching the trial 
from the public gallery at the 
United Nations tribunal. 

Karadzic, 67, who faces 
charges including genocide 
and crimes against humanity, 
was given 90 minutes to make 
a statement on his role in the 


Netherlands. Art heist nets 
works by Picasso, Monet 


Thieves broke into a Rotter¬ 
dam museum on Tuesday and 
walked off with works from 
the likes of Picasso, Monet, 
Gauguin and Matisse poten¬ 
tially worth hundreds of mil¬ 
lions. 

Police haven’t said how 
they pulled off the heist, but 
an expert who tracks stolen 
art said the robbers clearly 
knew what they were after. 

“Those thieves got one hell 
of a haul,” said Chris Mar- 
inello, who directs the Art 
Loss Register. 

The heist at the Kunsthal 
museum is one of the largest 


in years in the Netherlands, 
and is a stunning blow for 
the private Triton Foundation 
collection, which was being 
exhibited publicly as a group 
for the first time. 

Kunsthal director Emily 
Ansenlc declined to reveal 
how the museum is protect¬ 
ed, other than describing its 
security as “state of the art” 
and “functional.” 

Marinello said the thieves 
have limited options avail¬ 
able, such as seeking a ran¬ 
som from the owners, the 
museum or the insurers.

The statement 
was not made under oath, 
meaning Karadzic could not 
be cross-examined by pros¬ 
ecutors. 

In another of the tribunal’s 
courtrooms, Goran Hadzic, a 
former leader of rebel Serbs 
in Croatia, became the last 
of the tribunal’s 161 indicted 
suspects to face justice as his 
trial got underway. He was ar¬ 
rested last year in northern 
Serbia after more than seven 


years on the run and pleaded 
not guilty to charges of mur¬ 
dering hundreds of Croats 
and expelling tens of thou¬ 
sands more. 

Karadzic, a former psych¬ 
ologist and poet, told judges 
he was a “physician and liter¬ 
ary man” who was a reluctant 
player in the violent breakup 
of Yugoslavia. He said before 
the war many of his friends, 
including his hairdresser, 
were Muslims. 

Prosecutors have painted 


a starkly different picture of 
Karadzic during months of 
witness testimony, portraying 
him as a political leader who 
masterminded Serb atrocities 
throughout the war, from 
campaigns of persecution 
and murders of Muslims and 
Croats early in 1992 to the 
conflict’s bloody climax, the 
1995 massacre of some 8,000 
Muslim men and boys in the 
UN-protected Srebrenica en¬ 
clave.

Bullying and suicide. 

Group's allegation 
‘unfounded,’ police say, 
though cited user has 
history of blackmail, 
perversion 


Allegations by an online 
hacker group that identified a 
Vancouver-area man as the tor- 
menter of B.C. teen Amanda 
Todd were “unfounded,” ac¬ 
cording to police. 

Todd, 15, committed sui¬ 
cide last week after suffering 
years of bullying and online 
sexual exploitation. In Sep¬ 
tember the teen had posted a 
video on YouTube in which she 
described how she showed her 
breasts to an unknown man 
over a webcam. She said the 
man then threatened to send 
the pictures to friends and 
family unless she “put on a 
show” for him. 


Although police said Tues¬ 
day that the claims by An¬ 
onymous were false, the web 
handle cited in the hacker 
group’s posting has a disturb¬ 
ing Internet histoiy with links 
to the same land of online ex¬ 
ploitation to which Todd was a 
victim. 

In 2010, the username had 
been nominated as “blackmail¬ 
er of the year” in the online 
Capper Awards, which cele¬ 
brate a perverted subculture in 
which people, called cappers, 
get young girls they call “cam 
whores” to expose themselves 
on webcams. 

The username was nomin¬ 
ated for allegedly blackmailing 
a different girl, identified as 
“Peyton.” Other awards went 
to the “cam whore of the year” 
and “Capper of the year.” 

In the video on YouTube, a 
mechanized voice of the car¬ 
toon host of the 2010 Capper 
Awards nominations announ¬ 
ces the “Blackmail” categoiy. 
“This one is for the rapist of the 
Internet,” it says. 

“(The user), famous for his 
blackmail of Peyton, stream¬ 


ing her videos on BlogTV and 
Tinychat and threatening her 
in public,” says the host. 

An earlier video called The 
Daily Capper shows a mock 
news account of the accused 
blackmailer streaming the ex¬ 
plicit videos of Peyton in De¬ 
cember 2010. 

“The first part shows Peyton 
in bra and the second in pant¬ 
ies,” says a cartoon reporter. 


The details get more explicit. 

“We return to a second 
room only to find a fuming 
Peyton demanding to know 
who had played videos, and 
threatening to call the police,” 
the reporter says. 

The fake news report says 
the girl told her mother and 
police, but it is unclear wheth¬ 
er her alleged blackmailer was 
ever found. 


The Capper Awards videos 
remained active on YouTube 
as of press time, except for one 
that was removed after a link 
to it was posted on an Amanda 
Todd memorial Facebook page. 

Anonymous also published 
a link to a page on jailbaitgal- 
leiy.com that shows porno¬ 
graphic photos of young girls 
with a title including the same 
online handle.

B.C. RCMP officers investi¬ 
gating the exploitation and 
suicide of Amanda Todd 
say they are being thrown 
off course by false tips 
and rumours circulating 
on the Internet. Sgt. Peter 
Thiessen said the tip from 
hacker group Anonymous 
implicating a B.C. Internet 
user is unfounded. 

The rumour that 
someone released Amanda 
Todd’s autopsy photos 
online was debunked by 
the B.C. Coroner’s Service, 
police said. In that case, An¬ 
onymous was also said to 
have found the perpetrator 
online. 

Fraudulent websites 
that claim to be fundrais¬ 
ing for the Todd family 
have also popped up, said 
Thiessen. 

He said there is only 
one real account set up 
by the Todd family — the 
RBC Amanda Todd Trust 
Account.

Peace Arch tragedy. 

Victim was still 
breathing when she 
was loaded into air 
ambulance on Tuesday, 
police said 


A female Canadian border 
guard was shot at one of the 
busiest crossings in Canada 
on Tuesday and the gunman 


died after apparently turn¬ 
ing his weapon on himself, 
RCMP say. 

The Douglas border 
crossing, known better as 
the Peace Arch crossing — 
which is just south of Van¬ 
couver, was closed in both 
directions Tuesday after¬ 
noon. 

“The first report at the 
scene revealed that a male, 
a lone male, had shot an of¬ 
ficer in her booth,” said Cpl. 


Bert Paquet. 

“At the instant following 
the shooting of the officer, 
the lone male had been pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene 
from what appeared to be 
a self-inflicted gunshot 
wound.” 

Paquet said the officer’s 
condition isn’t known, but 
she was breathing when she 
was loaded into an air ambu¬ 
lance. He said it appeared 
she’d been shot in the neck. 


“We haven’t confirmed 
the identity of the suspect 
yet. He was entering Canada 
in a vehicle (with) a Wash¬ 
ington plate.” 

Vic Toews, minister of 
public safety, said in a state¬ 
ment he was deeply con¬ 
cerned at the news.

Manitoba doctor accused 
of trading drugs for sex 


A Winnipeg doctor who had 
sex with two female patients 
and improperly wrote them 
OxyContin prescriptions has 
been suspended. 

And now Manitoba’s 
health minister said an inves¬ 
tigation has been launched to 
recover any taxpayer money 
that may have gone toward 
inappropriate billing. 

The College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Manitoba 
held an inquiiy on the behav¬ 
iour of Dr. Randy Raymond Al¬ 
lan, where he pleaded guilty 


to professional misconduct. 

The college has suspended 
Allan for 18 months, though 
he hasn’t been practising at 
his clinic since the allegations 
arose. 

According to the inquiry 
panel, Allan “failed to main¬ 
tain appropriate boundaries 
with two female patients ... 
that he had personal and sex¬ 
ual relationships with them 
during the same periods that 
he was providing medical care 
to them.”

The company that manufac¬ 
tures Apple’s iPhone said Tues¬ 
day it found underage interns 
as young as 14 working at one 
of its factories in China. 

Foxconn Technology Group 
said the interns were found 
by a company investigation at 
its factoiy in the eastern city 
of Yantai and were sent back 
to their schools. China’s min¬ 


imum legal working age is 16. 

Foxconn said it was investi¬ 
gating with schools how the in¬ 
terns were sent to its factory. It 
didn’t say how many underage 
interns it found. 

“We recognize that full re¬ 
sponsibility for these violations 
rests with our company and 
we have apologized to each of 
the students for our role in this 
action,” Foxconn said in a state¬ 
ment. “Any Foxconn employee 
found, through our investiga¬ 
tion, to be responsible for these 
violations will have their em¬ 
ployment immediately termin¬ 
ated.” 

A labour rights group, China 
Labor Watch, said in a state-

California. Court to hear suit 
over cleaner-fuel mandate 


European officials express concern 
about Google’s privacy policy 


A federal appeals court will 
hear arguments in a case seek¬ 
ing to stop California’s first-in- 
the-nation mandate requiring 
petroleum refiners and etha¬ 
nol producers to make cleaner 
fuels for millions of cars and 
trucks in the state. 

At issue before the 9th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals is the 
constitutionality of California’s 
Low Carbon Fuel Standard, an 
important piece of the state’s 
landmark global warming law, 
AB 32. The mandate requires 
petroleum refiners, fuel dis¬ 
tributors and others to make 
cleaner-burning fuels for the

the standard will cut California's depend¬ 
ence on petroleum by 20 per cent, and 
account for one-tenth of the state’s goal 
to cut greenhouse gas emissions by 2020.

But out-of-state oil refiners 
and biofuels producers have 
sued over the law, saying it will 
give an unfair advantage to in¬ 
state fuels producers.

European regulators have 
asked Google to clarify its new 
privacy policy and make it 
easier for users to opt out of 
it because of concerns that the 
web giant may be collecting 
too much data and holding it 
for too long. 

France’s data protection 
agency led a European inves¬ 
tigation into Google’s new 
unified privacy policy, which 
replaces individual policies 
for its search, email and other 
services, and regulates how it 


uses the personal data it col¬ 
lects. 

The policy allows Google to 
combine data collected from 
one person using its dispar¬ 
ate services, from Gmail to 
YouTube. That gives Google a 
powerful tool for targeting the 
user with advertising. 

The agency outlined three 
main concerns about the new 
policy: it’s not clear enough in 
explaining to users what data 
is collected and how it will be 
used; it’s too difficult for users

to opt out of data collection 
and combination; and Google

The agency, called the 
French National Commission 
on Computing and Freedom, 
was careful to note that it 
wanted to work with Google 
to change the policy. 

This is not the first time 
Google has run afoul of regu¬ 
lators. In August, the company 
agreed to pay a $22.5-million 
US fine to settle a suit brought 
by the U.S. Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission.

Tyler 
Perry plays the lead 
in the latest movie 
based on James 
Patterson’s novels 



If the name Alex Cross 
sounds familiar you’re 
either an avid reader of 
crime novels or a Morgan 
Freeman fan. 

The character is the star 


of 20 books by author James 
Patterson, two films starring 
Freeman and now a third, 
the simply titled Alex Cross, 
with Tyler Perry in the lead 
role. 

In the books and films 
Cross is a Washington D.C. 
cop with a Ph.D. in psychol¬ 
ogy. In other words, as he 
says in Kiss the Girls, “I’m 
a forensic psychologist. It’s 
a fancy way of saying I’m a 
guy who walks into a room 
like that and determines the 
hows and whys.” 

In the new film, Perry, 
best known as the director 
and star of the Madea com¬ 
edies, squares off against a 
serial killer (Matthew Fox) 


who claims to have mur¬ 
dered one of the detective’s 
relatives. 

The first Cross novel to 
make the leap to the big 
screen was Kiss the Girls, 
the second book in the ser¬ 
ies. Denzel Washington was 
originally set to star, but 
dropped out due to schedul¬ 
ing conflicts. Morgan Free¬ 
man stepped in, starring op¬ 
posite Ashley Judd. 

In the film Cross’s niece 
disappears, the likely victim 
of Casanova, a kidnapper 
and killer of young women. 
Aiding Cross is Dr. Kate Mc- 
Tiernan (Judd), a surgeon, 
who narrowly escaped the 
sadomasochist killer’s grasp. 


The movie was a hit with 
audiences, but not the crit¬ 
ics, although Roger Ebert 
wrote that Freeman and 
Judd, “are so good, you al¬ 
most wish they’d decided 
not to make a thriller at 
all... and had simply found 
a way to construct a drama 
exploring their personal¬ 
ities.” 

The movie was withheld 
from release in central Vir¬ 
ginia out of respect for the 
families of three girls who 
had been murdered in the 
area. 

Four years later, despite 
some reservations, Freeman 
reprised the role. “I didn’t 
want to do the same thing 


twice,” he said, adding that 
he changed his mind be¬ 
cause he realized he “liked 
Alex Cross. And the fact 
that he’s black is totally in¬ 
cidental. That’s a rare thing 
for a black actor to find.” 

Along Came a Spider 
sees Cross solve the case of 
a kidnapped congressman’s 
daughter. Once again crit¬ 
ics hated the film — which 
currently sits at 32 per cent 
on Rotten Tomatoes — but 
praised Freeman’s perform¬ 
ance. New York Times scribe 
Elvis Mitchell called it “a 
classless, underdeveloped 
thriller,” but wrote that it 
“couldn’t be better served 
than it is by Mr. Freeman.”

little acknowledgement of 
prevalent images or mythol¬ 
ogy. ...

Fear Fun is the debut by Father 
John Misty, but the man behind 
the moniker, Joshua Tillman, 
has been putting out albums 
for the past eight years, record¬ 
ing as a member of Fleet Foxes, 
Saxon Shore and on his own 
as J. Tillman. These previous 
efforts, mostly characterized 
by their solemnity, bear little 
resemblance to his recent out¬ 
pouring of manic psychedelic 
folk. 

“I was obliged to make some 
changes after some realizations 
that I had about myself,” says 
Tillman. “I was on autopilot for 
a few years with the J. Tillman 
thing.” 

On Fear Fun, the songs 
ooze with an exuberance of be¬ 
ing bom again, but for Father 
John Misty that doesn’t neces¬ 
sarily mean a pious awaken¬ 
ing. Against some of the same 
warm quilts of harmony that 
make Fleet Foxes sound so com¬ 
forting, Tillman sings words 
that are franlc and funny and 
often deal with sex and dmgs. If 
it weren’t for this content, you 
could almost picture him dan¬ 
cing to these funky songs with 
some groovy monster on The 
Muppet Show. 

His voice is one of confi¬ 
dence and clarity, and against 
the dark decadence of his lyrics, 
it blurs the line between rever¬ 
ence and irreverence. 

As opposed to the bleak and 
serious artwork on his solo re¬ 
cords, the album art on Fear 
Fun is deeply hallucinogenic, 
with liner notes inside that pro¬ 
vide commentaiy and peculiar 
subtitles for each song. Tillman 
says coming up with this 
part of the album was a 
cathartic process.

Q&A. Ellie Goulding on hit 
single Lights, sophomore 
album and dating Skrillex 


British singer Ellie Goulding 
dealt with writer’s block when 
coming up with songs for her 
sophomore album. That’s be¬ 
cause she was still dealing with 
the success of her first album. 

Goulding’s debut, Lights, 
was released in February 2010 
in Europe and March 2011 in 
the United States. This year, 
however, the title track peaked 
at No. 2 on Billboard’s Hot 100 
chart and has sold more than 
3.3 million units in America. 
The electro-dance track is one 
of the year’s top songs. 

“I still haven’t been able 
to understand, like, why that 
has happened,” the 25-year-old 
said in a recent interview. “It’s 
crazy. But the definite truth 
is it’s been way more popular 
here (in the U.S.) than it has 
anywhere in the world.” 

Her Lights album has sold 
about 240,000 units in the U.S., 
but now she’s promoting her 
sophomore record, Halcyon, 
which was released this week. 
She recorded it in “a converted 
bam in a valley” in England 
with producer Jim Eliot (Kylie 
Minogue) to escape the success 
of Lights. 

While her Lights single is on 
the new album, Goulding has a 
new single, Anything Could 
Happen, a new sound — and 
a somewhat new relationship. 

Did you want to capitalize on 
the success of Lights and do 
something similar on the new 
album? 

... No, not really.... If my next 
song has the same ability to 
do what Lights has done, then 
I’ll be really proud. But, who 
knows? Like, I would never 
want to design music to do 
what Lights did ‘cause that 
wouldn’t have any land of 
integrity on my part.... Most 
of my favourite music 
isn’t in the charts. 

Don’t get me wrong, I 
adore pop music so much.

the charts and I sell records, 
then it’s a bonus. 

What helped you overcome 
writer’s block? 

... I guess I cured it by meeting 
Jim. Also... I went through, 
like, a breakup in a relation¬ 
ship (with radio DJ Greg James) 
and genuinely, like, that land 
of opened the floodgates for 
me. I felt like there was a lot 
I needed to write about for 
a long time. I went away to 
Ireland by myself and that trig¬ 
gered a lot of the lyrics, a lot of 
the ideas. 

You’re dating Skrillex and 
you’ve collaborated musically. 
Do you want to do more of 
that? 

I think in an ideal world we’d 
love to make a whole record 
together... but it just so hap¬ 
pens that we’re both ridicu¬ 
lously busy. When it comes 
to music, it honestly is really 
professional. Honestly. If we 
start talking about music on 
the phone, it switches immedi¬ 
ately to being professional, and 
not on purpose, but because 
we’re both so passionate about 
music and it’s a very serious 
thing to us. But at the 

same time we’ve 
had fun making 
stuff, and I have fun 
listening to his new stuff 
because it blows my mind 
and it’s so clever to me, so 
fascinating it makes me want 
to laugh, and I laugh because 
it’s so brilliant.

Revered by critics and slow¬ 
ly making their way into the 
mainstream, the Baltimore 
band Beach House have a 
growing awareness of the 
burdens of their fame. 

Careful to protect their 
image but eager to engage 
with their fans, Victoria 
Legrand and Alex Scally 
have vowed to keep it mean¬ 
ingful as they promote their 
fourth album, the critically 
acclaimed Bloom. 

So we went deep for this 
interview while Scally was 
on a break during their 
world tour. 

Before doing this inter¬ 
view, your publicist told 
me not to ask about your 
influences or ask any of 
the traditional boring 
questions. I get it. Do you 
feel sort of weary about 
doing these interviews 
now? 

Um, no. You don’t want to 
talk about things that are 
boring. It’s just very nat¬ 
ural and simple. ... When¬ 
ever you get questions like 
‘What are your influences?’ 

I always tend to think 
that’s just someone who 
hasn’t really listened to the 
music. We kind of made a 


conscious decision, after so 
many years of doing this 
band, we only want to do 
things that are meaningful 
now. We’re lucky that we 
can try to do it that way. 

No fluff. 

In other coverage of your 
music, you’ve mentioned 
how there are so many 
generalizations about 
what you do — that it’s all 
about tones. Do you think 
there will ever come a 
day when you’ll swear off 
reading what people have 
written about you? 

We don’t read much of 
what people have written. 

... We feel very lucky that 
we are asked to do inter¬ 
views or that people care 
enough to do it. ... That 
comment about people pay¬ 


ing attention to tones — I 
think that’s bigger than our 
music. We’re talking about 
a society-wide trend that 
we’ve been noticing for a 
couple of years — people 
just creating music based 
just only on the vibe of it. 
The song comes second. 

The lyrics come second. It’s 
all just a bunch of sound 
that feels good. There’s 
nothing wrong with that. 
It’s just commenting on it. 

It’s not engaging on all 
levels. 

Right. When we said that, 
we were just trying to tell 
people, well, we spend a 
lot of time on the songs 
and the lyrics. Please don’t 
let it be only felt on that 
level. If you consciously 
think about it at all, try to 


go somewhere else with it. 
It’s instructing the listener 
a little bit. 

There are all these online 
lyric sites — are you an¬ 
noyed when people list 
them incorrectly? 

Victoria wrote all the lyrics 
out in the album art, so 
anyone who really cares 
will find the correct ones. I 
think it’s kind of interest¬ 
ing how there’s so much 
bad information on the 
Internet. It’s kind of this 
hilarious thing. It’s like 
this big bathroom wall 
with 10 billion people writ¬ 
ing on it. 

There’s been controversy 
recently surrounding your 
refusal to let Volkswagen 
use your music in their 
commercial and keeping 
a lid on how much you 
share your music for those 
purposes. 

Just to clarify “keeping a 
lid on how much we share 
our music” — that’s not it 
at all. We love sharing our 
music, and if that ad had 
been amazing we may have 
done it. The ad was terrible. 
It’s more taste and it’s 
more use. If a song is used 
well, it’s exciting to us. It 
could make a commercial 
better or a product better, 
or maybe we like the thing 
that they’re trying to sell. 
Trying to be uncommercial 
is not one of our goals. 
We’re a commercial band. 
We sell our records. We 
want to communicate to 
people as much as possible, 
but on our own terms.

Madrid has a tempo; it’s a 
city that lives by and for art. 
It’s also a city where food 
has been elevated to an art 
form. Take your pick of gas¬ 
tronomic delights at one of 
the city’s centuries-old res¬ 
taurants, traditional tapas 
bars, trendy gastrobars or 
gourmet markets. Here’s 
a guide to eating your way 
around Madrid: 

Markets 

Mercado de san Miguel: 
Built in 1916, this mar¬ 
ket has become a meeting 
place for foodies. You’ll find 
everything from salted fish 
at Casa del Bacalao to Euro¬ 
pean meats at La Boucherie. 
At sundown, the market 
turns into a hotspot for 
tapas, which can be washed 
down with a glass of Span¬ 
ish red at one of its wine 
houses. 

Mercado de San Anton and 
La Cocina: This new gour¬ 
met market was designed for 
foodies — with 14 food stalls 
on the first floor, and show¬ 
cooking stations and a bar for 
casual meals on the second 
floor. Head to the third floor’s 
terrace restaurant, La Cocina, 
where you’ll find dishes in¬ 
spired by traditional Spanish 
cuisine. Here, sample some of 
the best bellota ham, aged for 
five years — from pigs fed a 
diet of acorns and aromatic 
herbs. 

Tapas 

While in Madrid, do like 
the locals and tapear (go 
for tapas) — order calamari, 
cod and tripe. This time- 
honoured tradition still 
stands, whether in a trad¬ 
itional tavern or trendy bar, 
where small plates of food 
are served with a glass of 
beer or wine. Some of the 
best traditional taverns can 
be found in the oldest parts 
of the capital, including La 
Latina, Cava Baja, Cava Alta 
and Cava de San Miguel. 

Gastrobars 

Head to Estado Puro, one of 
the city’s trendiest gastrobars, 
where the bar is covered with 
transparent panels encasing 


flamenco dolls. The food is a 
contemporary twist on trad¬ 
itional Spanish fare — try a 
deconstructed tortilla in a 
shot glass, or foie gras served 
like an ice cream sandwich. 

Traditional with a twist 

La Capilla de la Bolsa in 
Madrid’s Literary Quarter 
was once, in the Middle 
Ages, the Chapel of Santa 
Cruz, and later became 
home to the Madrid Stock 
Exchange. The restaurant 
has maintained the build¬ 
ing’s Baroque vault and 
original columns, allowing 
you to soak up hundreds of 
years of art history as you 
eat Mediterranean haute 
cuisine. Or have lunch at 
the Cafe de Oriente, in the 
vaulted basement of this 
former 17th century San 
Gil convent, with creative 
cuisine served in a candle¬ 
lit atmosphere. Or head to 
Iroco with its avant-garde 
decor of wrought iron and 
telca wood; try the cod with 
caramelized piquillo pep¬ 
pers and garlic puree. 

Where to stay 

The boutique Hotel de las 
Letras combines tradition 
with modern flair. Built 
in 1917, this newly reno¬ 
vated, modern space has 
retained its mosaics, mar¬ 
quises, staircases and ori¬ 
ginal sculptures, and each 
room features high ceilings, 
oak flooring and natural 
light. Sillc-screened liter¬ 
ary quotes adorn the walls, 
playing homage to the 
world of literature. It’s lo¬ 
cated in the Gran Via shop¬ 
ping district, at the heart of 
the city’s Art Walk. 

Art Walk 

Madrid is one of the largest 
cultural centres in the world, 
and no visit is complete with¬ 
out going on an Art Walk, 
taking in everything from 
historical masterpieces to 
avant-garde art. Don’t miss 
the Big Three: 

Museo del Prado: Hous¬ 
es 4,900 masterworks by 
famous Spanish artists such 
as Goya and El Greco. 

Museo Reina Sofia: A 
temple to modern art with 
17,000 works. 

Museo Thyssen- 

Bornemisza: One of the 
best art collections in Eur¬ 
ope, it emphasizes early 
20th century avant-garde 
movements.

But if you 
have a criminal record to 
tack onto your resume, that 
application just got a lot 
tougher. However, a record 


isn’t a deal-breaker: A new 
study by CareerBuilder.com 
found that 51 per cent of 
human resource managers 
claim to have hired ex-of¬ 
fenders. 

How do you find a new 
job today despite past run- 
ins with the law? For start¬ 
ers, be upfront about your 
convictions. “Those with 
previous criminal records 
in pursuit of employment 
should take the initiative,” 


explains Bruce Clarke, 
president and CEO of hu¬ 
man resource management 
firm CAI. “Be the first to 
inform your potential em¬ 
ployer about your criminal 
record. The last thing you 
want is for an employer 
to find out from another 
source.” 

Being in a city puts you 
at an advantage, according 
to Glenn Martin, the vice 
president of development 


and public affairs at the For¬ 
tune Society, a non-profit 
that supports former pris¬ 
oners when re-entering so¬ 
ciety. “Employers located in 
cities that are ethnically di¬ 
verse often have fairer hir¬ 
ing policies,” says Martin, 
who recommends seeking 
out companies that adver¬ 
tise as ‘equal opportunity 
employers.’

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Getting wanner: NHL budges on revenue 



Let the serious negotiations 
begin. 

After more than a month 
with no new offers being tabled 
in collective bargaining talks, 
the NHL breathed new life into 
the process Tuesday with a pro¬ 
posal that could kick-start some 
significant discussions. 

It calls for a 50-50 split of 
revenues between owners and 
players and includes a deferred 
salary plan designed to ensure 
that players would receive all 
the money they’ve been prom¬ 
ised in existing contracts. On 
top of that, the deal was drawn 
up with an eye to starting a full 
82-game regular season Nov. 2. 

“We have about nine or 10 
days to get this all ... signed, 
sealed and delivered,” said com-

missioner Gaiy Bettman, who 
called the proposed deal “long¬ 
term.”

Canada entered the hostile 
confines of a soldout Estadio 
Olimpico Metropolitano in San

Asked if the moment had 
got to his team, Canadian 
coach Stephen Hart offered a 
one-word answer — “Yes.” 

“You’re supposed to go 
down all guns blazing, you’re 
supposed to fight,” he added. 
“You’re supposed to die out 
there. 

“We were horrible.... It’s 
disturbing to me that the team 
fell apart.” 

It was Canada’s worst loss 
since an 8-0 drubbing in Mex¬ 
ico in 1993. 

“We pretty much embar¬ 
rassed ourselves,” said mid¬ 
fielder Julian de Guzman. 


“We were terrible.... It’s an 
absolute low for us,” added 
captain Kevin McKenna. 

Honduras’ speed and clinic¬ 
al finishing — combined with 
Canada’s clown-like defending 
— ended the suspense early, 
racking up a 4-0 lead after 
just 32 minutes. It looked easy 
against a Canadian side that 


wasn’t up to the challenge. 

“We let in goals early and 
fell apart. Mentally and physic¬ 
ally,” said Hart. 

Jerry Bengston and Carlo 
Costly each scored three goals 
for Honduras, while Mario 
Martinez added two of his 
own. 

Substitute Iain Hume 


scored a consolation goal off 
a nice free lack in the 76th 
minute before Bengston re¬ 
stored the six-goal cushion six 
minutes later as the Canadian 
defence crumbled around him. 
Costly then scored on an 88th- 
minute header to complete the 
rout.

Transmission 


The GT as well as the rest 
of the Elantra trio, operates 
with a 1.8-litre four-cylinder 
engine that produces 148 
horsepower and 131 pound- 
feet of torque.

Styling

If a hatchback is on your radar, 
the Hyundai Elantra GT with 
its “Fluidic Sculpture” design 
language might prove to be the 
right thirst-quencher. 

In a world gone mad for 
small, fuel-efficient cars - not 
surprising given today’s pump 
prices - Hyundai’s compact line¬ 
up attempts to cover the bases. 
If your search involves acquiring 
a vehicle with purposeful practi¬ 
cality, the new Elantra GT might 
fill the bill just as easily as you 
can fill its flexible-stowage area. 

Ihe GT fills the void left by 
the departing Elantra Touring 
model, but not in the most dir¬ 
ect way. Although neatly styled, 
the Touring was first and fore¬ 
most a wagon, while the more 


rounded GT is definitely hatch- 
back-oriented. Yes, the lines be¬ 
tween hatch and wagon tend to 
get a bit fuzzy, but with about an 
18-centimetre deficit in overall 
length and 20 per cent less total 
cargo space the GT qualifies as a 
hatchback. 

In back, a 60:40 split rear 
bench folds relatively flat. By 
Hyundai’s slide rule, the GT has 
more cargo and passenger room 
than several of its peers, includ¬ 
ing the Golf, Ford Focus and 
Mazda3 hatches. 

For serious drivers, the GT’s 
firm suspension with stiffer 
springs, shocks and stabilizer 
bars is definitely appreciated. 

Then there’s the acces¬ 
sory packages if your pock¬ 
ets are deeper that bundle a 
panoramic sunroof, rear-view 
camera leather seats and 
other trinkets. Selecting a 
hatchback and sprinkling it 
with some performance-like 
attitude seems like a tempting 
way to go about your business 
and that applies to the Elan¬ 
tra GT, which also thumbs 
its nose at gas pumps while 
toting life’s treasures, human 
and otherwise.

For the 2004 model year, the 
Quest minivan hit the mar¬ 
ket with dual sliding doors, 
generous cargo capacities, 
and an even more unique, 
distinctive design than its 
predecessor.

Common Issues 


Listen to the engine idle, 
after confirming its oil 
level and condition are 
satisfactory. Rattling sounds 
at idle or lower revs may 
be indicative of a rare but 
relevant timing-chain prob¬ 
lem that’s expensive to fix. 
This seemed to affect 2004 
models, mostly. 

Timing chains generally 
don’t require maintenance 
as long as oil change sched¬ 
ules are strictly adhered to. 
Be sure that’s been the case 
for the used Quest you’re 
considering. Some owners 
have reported premature 
wear of consumable parts, 
like brakes, so note that 
a ‘shimmying’ sensation 
in the front end during 
braking indicates a brake 
job is likely in your Quest’s 
future. Power tailgate 
and power sliding door 
mechanism failure may 
be other issues, alongside 
a water-leak that could be 
evidenced by moisture in 
the headliner.

Like millions, I was awestruck 
by the images of Felix Baum¬ 
gartner on the steps of his cap¬ 
sule, 39 kilometres above the 
Earth — a height that reveals 
the curvature of our planet 
and the blackness of space. 
Then he jumped. Wow. 

His moment of release had 
to be one of the wildest and 
conflicted sensations ever ex¬ 
perienced by a human. 

But it was only the prelude. 
Then he accelerated to 1,342 
km/h (834 mph)! That’s a crazy 
number for a thing not at¬ 


tached to jet power. 

It’s also quite faster than 
the existing land speed record. 
A British team and its Thrust 
SSC rocket-car, hold the record, 
at 763 mph. That was over 15 
years ago and speaks to how dif¬ 
ficult is it to get a human going 
that fast down here on earth. 

The same British team is 
planning another “go” in 2014, 
with its new rocket car, the 
Bloodhound. Last time they 


went after the sound barrier. 
This time they’re shooting for 
1,000 mph. To make that hap¬ 
pen Bloodhound’s rocket is 
designed to generate 27,500 
pounds of thrust, the equiva¬ 
lent of 80,000 horsepower. 

Felix Baumgartner had zero 
horsepower, zero thrust. His 
speed was simply another re¬ 
minder of gravity’s immense 
power, and another opportun¬ 
ity to ponder about harnessing 


it for our energy needs. 

A gravity-engine under 
the hood of your Ford? Don’t 
hold your breath. For starters, 
gravity engines are so far only 
theoretical. Apparently there 
are a couple of laws of phys¬ 
ics spoiling the reality parly. 
Secondly, these theoretical 
engines are taller than they 
are wide, for obvious reasons, 
and not at all cool looking. I 
wouldn’t sign up for one on 


aesthetic reasons alone. 

And thirdly, gravity is ac¬ 
tually a weak force. It worked 
on Felix because he was so 
small, and the big old Earth 
was so big. So if we ever do 
use it for transportation, it 
would be on the mass transit 
side. The most bizarre con¬ 
cept utilizing gravity has to 
be the Gravity Train proposed 
by British scientist, Robert 
Hooke, sometime in the 17th 


century. He proposed a ser¬ 
ies of tunnels drilled through 
the Earth. One could connect 
Spain with New Zealand for 
example. A train entering the 
tunnel at either end would ac¬ 
celerate toward the centre of 
the earth, and then gradually 
decelerate after the halfway 
mark. According to Hooke’s 
calculations, if the train oper¬ 
ated in a ffictionless environ¬ 
ment it would reach the 
surface at the opposite end of 
the tunnel at the exact mo¬ 
ment its speed reached zero. 

Even less ambitious pro¬ 
posals for harnessing grav¬ 
ity power seem far-fetched. 
Most people believe that if 
we haven’t figured it out yet, 
it’s not going to happen. This 
is essentially the same argu¬ 
ment about time travel — we 
never solve time travel, be¬ 
cause no one from the past or 
future has visited us here in 
the present. I don’t buy it... 
There was this creepy guy I 
saw at the mall once. I’m sure 
he was from the 1980s, he just 
didn’t know it. So there’s hope 
for gravity engines too.

It’s widely known that hy¬ 
brid vehicles shine brightest 
in high-density stop-and-go 
traffic, achieving in the pro¬ 
cess low fuel consumption 
and ultra-low greenhouse-gas 
emissions. That’s because the 
built-in electric motor helps 
the gas engine get the car roll¬ 
ing. 

But how are they on the 
open road? More to the point, 
how do they fare in wide- 
ranging road traffic? Can they 
cover great distances in com¬ 
fort yet deliver a decent ride 
without working their little 
hybrid hearts into a state of 
mechanical coronary? 

In an attempt to answer 
the bigger questions of the 
universe, Honda surrendered 
a new-generation Insight hy¬ 
brid for an outing through 
the rugged Precambrian 
shield running alongside 
Lake Superior, which borders 
Michigan. The average speed 
was about 100 km-h over 10 
hours with frequent scenic 
stops along the way; the road 
climbs and drops majestically, 
all the while snaking along 
Superior’s craggy shores. 

Spirited driving isn’t the 
point of the Insight and so, 
responsibly, we steadfastly 
minded speed limits and 
drove in as smooth a manner 
as possible with lightly ap¬ 
plied throttle inputs to probe 
its higher-speed fuel econ¬ 
omy. The gasoline/electric 
drive system, though able to 
deliver near-brisk perform¬ 
ance if required, is in its ele¬ 
ment when the driver strives 
for economy and smoothness. 

The Insight actually as¬ 
sists in this effort through 
in-dash displays that show: 
fuel consumption; when it’s 
running on gas, electric or 
both; and when the on-board 
batteries are being re-charged, 
capturing the Insight’s roll¬ 
ing (kinetic) energy through 
“regenerative” bralcing, and 
when decelerating. 

Another readout displays 
a five-branch tree that rates 
the green-ness of the drive: 
the branches disappear or 
come back based on how ag¬ 
gressively the throttle is used. 
Push a little harder and the 
light that bathes the instru¬ 
ment panel blends to blue 


from green, returning to 
green when pressure eases. 
It’s subtle and quietly keeps 
one mindful. 

The 1.3-litre (that’s just 
79.3 cubic inches) four-cylin¬ 
der gas engine has a single 
overhead camshaft, two 
valves per cylinder and vari¬ 
able valve timing. Driving 
the front wheels, it’s small by 
conventional reckoning, but 
mated to Honda’s fifth-gener¬ 
ation Integrated Motor Assist 
(IMA) hybrid system, it carries 
the freight, operating quietly, 
seamlessly and effortlessly. 

Sitting silently at the stop¬ 
lights with the gas engine 
automatically shut down, you 
wouldn’t think the Insight 
would win any drag races, 
but it does acquit itself well 
against other vehicles in its 
class. Acceleration can ap¬ 
proach brisk when the throt¬ 
tle is pressed deep into the 
pile carpet mats, useful for 
passing maneuvers and when 
accelerating onto fast-moving 
freeways, but not so much for 
extending fuel economy. 

Weight is typically the 
enemy of fuel economy, so it’s 
with some irony that the IMA 
adds almost 25 kilograms over 
a comparably equipped Civic, 
yet gives superior fiiel econ¬ 
omy, which speaks well of the 
system’s efficiency. Through¬ 
out the drive, fuel economy 
hovered mostly around the 
5.0-l/100-km mark. After a 
while, it becomes almost ob¬ 
sessive to see how low you 
can drive the consumption, 
and for how long at a time. 

The interior accommo¬ 
dates four average-sized 
adults. The front bucket seats 
are firm and began to feel 
that way after several hours. 
The dash and controls are 
well placed and functional 
though overhead glare on the 
spade-shaped cover at the top 
of the instrument panel was 
visible several times through¬ 
out the drive. The thick rear 
pillars that taper back to the 
tidy aerodynamic rear end 
make backing up an exercise 
in neck-craning, and the view 
through the rear-view mirror 
is restricted. 

With the back seats fold¬ 
ed flat, the seemingly small 
hatchback swallows a surpris¬ 
ing amount of cargo, an es¬ 
sential quality for out-of-city 
driving. With the rear doors 
open and the hatch lid raised, 
loading large and bulky items 
is easy. 

When the first-generation 
Insight beat all other hybrid- 
powered vehicles to market 
more than a decade ago, it 
launched a terrific idea, but 
in a body style that while 
looking sleek and futuristic, 
didn’t exactly set the world 


ablaze. As two-seater coupe, 
it had limited cargo space and 
didn’t fit many lifestyles. 

Starting at about $22,000, 
the Insight offers all the func¬ 
tionality and then some of a 
compact sedan and depending 
on the view, in a somewhat 
futuristic design. The front 
disc/rear drum brakes are also 
unlike the original Insight’s 
in that they have excellent 
pedal feel and are very easily 
modulated. 

And to answer the obvious 
question many will ask: over 
the entire 800 kilometres, not 
once did a string of cars pile 
up behind us waiting to pass.
